Ilness almost robbed him: of 
his chance to serve his ship during 
the’ battle of | Jutland. Taylor 
Darbyshire, author ‘of the King's 
blography which His Majesty signed, 
gives this account of the illness: 


A month after the war broke out 
in 1914, the illness which for years 
had plagued the King manifested 
itself and he was sent to hospital. 
There he, was operated upon for 
appendicitis, although It was sub- 
sequently discovered that appendicitis 
was only a subsidiary cause of the 
attacks of violent pain, Soon after 
the battle of Jutland hii old gastric 
trouble came back,...in November 
1917 his illness reached its crisis, was 
definitely’ diagnosed as duodenal 
ulcer, and his sea career was aver. 


. Nelson's medical dictionhry says 
about duodenal ulcers, in part: “It 
{¢ nn ulcer occurring in the stomach 
itself or one inch beyond it, In. the 
duodenum. There ‘fs - generally a, 
history oP prolonged digestive trouble, 
There is general agreement that the 
ulcer is due to sclf-digestion of the 
stomach or bowel wall, but why it 
should ever occur is‘a mystery.

The physical 
reactions on busmen had presented 
a complicated situation, he declared. 

Mr, Bevin mentioned a discussion 
he had in 1035 with Lord Dawson of 
Penn, who was concerned sbout the 
reactlons on -busmen, and sald Lord 
Dawson thought the trouble aroso 
through blood .pressure. Another 
suggestion was that the couse of the 
trouble was probably carbon mono~ 
xide, and for two years the Industtial 
Henlth Research Bonrd had been in- 
vestigating the matter. :
